HIGH TAXES 


Strathmore citizens are likely to feel 
that taxes are high this year... .as they 
have done in other years. And they are 
high. -But before any of them complain 
too much, they should check the esti- 
mates necessitating the high levy. 

The mayor and councillors realize 
they are high, and they would like very 
much to reduce them. But we listened 
as they checked each item of expendi- 
ture on the budget, and they checked 
very closely to see if it might not be 
pared, Some six hundred dollars was 
pared from the original estimates, and 
even these ran pretty low. 

The main items of expense 
Town's budget are those which are 
more or less fixed. Salaries, st re e t- 
lighting, police and fire protection and 
sidewalks account for more than half of 
the expense. These features would not 
change materialiy if the town were half 
again as large, or for that matter, small- 
er by half. Streetlighting and sidewalks 
cost more because the town is so spread 
ovt than they would if we were a com- 
pact unit. 

One large item in this year’s budget 
is an allowance of $1300 for work on the 
town’s roads. Much damage was done 
this spring, and many culverts are in 
need of replacement. Roadwork — is 
especially expensive, and even $1300 
will net vo far. (Just for comparison, it 
is estimated that one mile of the hard 
surface costs $18,000.) But the roads in 
town need even this much work, and it 
is hard to see how it ean be done for 
anything less. 

What is neecessary-—and the Covneil 
knows it—is more ratenavers to help 
carry the fixed items of exnense. But 
many more ratepavers is Amore or less 
remote feature as long as the taxes are 
so high.

South Africa as to its course in its 
relations to the Imperial ties with 
Britain.
